Tle aux Noix played an important 
role in the military history of 
Canada. It bears witness to the long 
history of the Hudson-Lake 
Champlain-Richelieu waterway, a 
route of invasion into Canada from 
the south, and was the scene of 
several military activities. Upon the 
vestiges of the work the French 
undertook in 1759, the present 
fortifications were built by the 
British between 1819 and 1829. 


The fort, which occupies the south 
tip of [le aux Noix, is surrounded 
by steep earth ramparts, encircled 
in turn by a wide moat. The stone 
buildings inside the compound — 
the officers’ quarters, guardhouse, 
barracks, powder magazine and 
stores — offer a remarkable 
example of early 19th-century 
military architecture. 


Since 1921, the fort has been 
considered a site of national 
historic interest. It was integrated 
into Canada's network of national 
historic parks and sites in 1940.
